CORN DROPS. 



The Gates Corner at Chicago 
Terminates. 



The Gates corn corner came to 
an abrupt termination Tuesday, 
the shorts effecting a private set- 
tlement for about 17,000,000 bushels. 
The terms were not disclosed, but 
it is thought that eighty or eighty- 
one cents was the figure, and that 
the syndicate's profit would not be 
more than $1,500,000. It is believed 
that the syndicate is left with be- 
tween 4,000,00© and 5,000,000 bush- 
els of cash corn, the so-called 
"corpse," which cost approximate- 
ly seventy cents and must be dis- 
posed of before the corner can be 
called absolutely settled. The 
farmers are given the credit of the 
unexpectedly early ending of the 
corner by deluging the Chicago 
market with their corn at top fig- 
ures. With the end of the corner 
the price dropped 15 s* cents to 65 %

PER CAPITA 

Of Public Schools Hxed at $2.32 
— Total Census is 73J.784. 

Frankfort, Ky., July 19. State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion McChesney this afternoon de- 
clared the school per capita for the 
operation of the common schools in 
Kentucky for the current year te be 
$2.32. This is based on a school 
census of 732,784 children and an 
estimate of $1,730,221 income. 

This, Superintendent McChesney 
explains in a letter addressed to 
County Superintendents and City 
School Boards, as being the result 
of a heavy falling off in the collec- 
tion made for the year just closed 
from licenses, State banks and mis- 
cellaneous corporations. The 
shortage from these sources caused 
a large deficit which had to be 
taken into account in estimating 
the per capita for this year. An- 
other cause of the decrease is that 
the recent General Assembly passed 
an act refunding to State banks 
taxes they had paid under the 
Hewitt law in txcess of what tbey 
should have paid. 

A further reason for the decrease 
in per capita is the increase in the 
school census. The census for the 
year ending June 30, 1901, was 
727,531; for the year ending June 
30, 1902, it was 728,799, and for the 
year ending June 30, 1903, it is 
732,784. It will be seen that the in- 
crease from 1901 to 1902 was only 
about 1,400. while the increase from 
1092 to 1903 is about 3,900.

SOUGHT SUNKEN TREASURES. 

tke L*t« Capt. Enoch Townsend's Hunts 
(or Famous Wreck*. 
Capt. Enoch Townsend, of Somers 
Point, who was drowned by the cap- 
sizing of his boat in Great Egg Har- 
bor bay the other day, probably knew, 
according to the New York Sun, more 
about wrecks than any other man 
along the Atlantic Seaboard. 

He and his brother Japhet organ- , 
ized the Atlantic & Gulf Wrecking 
company. Their steamers for years 
patrolled the coa?t from Hatterasto j 
Sandy Hook and saved many sailing 
vessels and assisted in pulling scores 
of big steamships off sandbars. 

They were known among seafaring 
men as the treasure-hunting cap- 
taint. They made a lot of money by 
recovering the cargoes of abandoned 
wrecks. 

In 1884, when the big English 
tramp steamer Nuphur went ashore 
on the lower point of Ludlam's is- 
land and was abandoned by her own- 
ers and the underwriters, the Town- 
iends went to work on her and before 
the summer was over had taken from 
her submerged hold more than 1,000 
tons of pig iron. 

In the spring of 1887 they located 
the wreck of the Merrimac, which 
went down in 1862 off Seven Mile 
beach. From her hold there is said 
to have been taken 400 tons of pig 
lead. In the summer, when the 
wrecking business was dull, the 
Townsends sper.t their time in locat- 
ing sunken wrecks. 

Capt. Enoch Townsend at last got 
the idea that he could find the wrecks 
of the sunken treasure ships De 
Braaks and Montezuma, which are 
said to have gone to the sea's bottom 
within a few miles of the Delaware 
capes more than a century ago. This 
idea grew to be a mania with him. 

In the summer of 1890 he began a 
vigorous and systematic search for 
th-ese wrecks. He sailed upand down 
the lower Cape May county coast and 
dragged thr bottom of the sea thor- 
oughly. H:s dredges encountered 
many submerged wreck-, but when 
the divers descended they found 
either lunken coal-Iadet ichoOKt 
old rateTloguet! lumber (tftttll 

For two teaioni Capi Townsend 
kept up the search, and at one time 
it was reporud that he had found 
the Spanith galleon MonUzuma. and 1 
had lost her the same day through the 
coming up of a terrific northeast gale. 
The captain denied the report, but 
members of the crew declared that 
the diver who had gone down to the 
wreck told a story of the strange and 
peculiar construction of the sunken 
ship, part of which protruded above 
■ | the sandy bottom. 
_ | When the storm subsided Capt. 
Townsend sailed back to the locality 
and dragged the sea's bottom for an 
entire day, but the hooks failed to 
fasten to anything It is believed that 
the storm covered the wreck with 
sand. i «»W , 

At one time Capt. Townsend 
worked on a wreck sunk a hundred 
yards from the shore of Seven Mile 
beach. She was believed to be the 
hull of the Guatemotzin, a Spanish 
galleon, which tradition says went 
down with more than $500,000 in sil- 
ver bullion on board. A syndicate of 
Philadelphians who owned the island 
and the ripariau rights ordered him 
to stop work and he abandoned the 
wreck. 

Capt. Townsend was fairly well off 
in this world's good3 when he died, 
and he would gladly have spent his 
all could he have realized the one am- 
bition of his life— the finding of the 
treasure ships.
